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Between Two Stools 


HE proposed Grand Prix formula for 1954—25 litres unsupercharged and 
750 c.c. supercharged—falls unhappily between the existing formule 1 and 2 
however many things may be said in its favour. By doing so it places the 

existing formula 2 contenders in a quandary, for adoption would mean, presumably, 
that formula 2 would disappear, and this would make small-scale organizations 
like Alta, Connaught and H.W.M. face the big financial guns of Alfa Romeo, 
B.R.M. and Ferrari, an intimidating prospect for these small but enthusiastic firms 

There is something to be said for selecting a formula that forces existing con 
tenders to produce new designs, because by doing so they all start from scratch 
What must be questioned is whether the period beginning in 1954 is too early for 
this drastic change. In our opinion it is, for it has been very difficult to find enough 
money to provide G.P. racing under the existing ratings, and it will probably be 
even more difficult in the future. Now that an encouraging number of makes are 
facing the starting flag it may be a pity not to give them a further period in which 
to compete against each other. They have, of course, the remaining three season: 
of the existing formula 

If the contention that G.P. racing improves the breed is accepted, then the 
suggested limits may be deemed quite suitable for the development of touring 
machines. Contemporary American standards are certainly not catered for, but it is 
difficult to include a country whose standard of living is such that even in car engines 
she has a wealth of power to spare. In any case, the U.S.A. shows only small signs 
of a sporting revival that might lead to G.P. participation. The trouble is, of course, 
that very few people feel nowadays that racing has much effect on normal design 

One further criticism might be made of the suggested G.P. formula. It takes no 
account of the gas turbine, nor does it encourage its development in a sporting 
direction; however, a sub-committee has been formed to study the racing implica- 
tions of this perplexing newcomer when matched against piston engines 


Self-contained 


F a certain degree of emphasis upon caravans is to be observed in this issue 1t is 
{ fitting, for spring is but three weeks away and holiday lists are already circu- 

lating. But, understandably, the caravanner is less excited than most by their 
appearance, for his means of escape is ever-ready, even for the short weekend 
While the same is true of the car, the overnight stop remains something of an expen- 
sive drawback to the motorist seeking a two-day break 

It is, we feel, the economy of the caravan that is so appealing in these high-cost 
days, but its long-standing virtue of independence in accommodation grows no 
less. Aesthetically, the attractions of intimacy with countryside or seascape are 
very much the meat of the keen motorist, his car being valued to a considerable 
degree as the exhilarating means by which their beauties can be enjoyed 

It would be irresponsible, however, to suggest that all is gain in caravan ownership 
A certain amount of mobility is lost by towing, and the presence of the van in the 
rear suggests that main road journeys are easiest. But the wise caravanner plots 
his routes with such facts in mind, striking direct to his haunts, establishing himself, 
and then radiating from his caravan. This is probably the best use of a caravan 

Where the caravanner really scores is in the remote districts. The impractical 
Catering Wages Act has caused a sharp contraction of hotel facilities in such areas 
and most visitors must leave early in order to return to dinner and bed. Not so 
the caravanner. He may have taken a day longer to reach the wilds along narrow 
approach roads, and he may have to strike for home one day earlier at the end of 
his holiday. But the intervening time will have been spent in fdyllic surroundings

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Car Testing is a Failure 


VANCOUVER MOTORISTS LEARN BY BITTER EXPERIENCE 


stituting a car testing scheme in the belief that this will 
help to reduce accidents on the roads. 

We have a fully fledged car testing system going in this 
city of Vancouver, on the Pacific coast of Canada, and 
readers of The Autocar might be interested in first-hand 
experiences with the scheme. Since coming out here from 
England I have driven both American and British cars and 
they’ve all been victims of the inspectors and their little 
card-punches. I had never encountered all this testing 
apparatus until I reached the Pacific coast. 

The installation of the apparatus costs, needless to say, 
an enormous amount of money. The cost of upkeep is 
enormous, too. Wages for inspectors, wages for mainten- 
ance staff, wages for clerical staff, upkeep of building—it 
adds up to a nice figure. 

However, if the testing system had really contributed to 
any lessening of traffic accidents there would have been no 
kick from motorists. But it has done nothing of the kind. 

That outcome was, of course, predicted by motorists who 
knew what they were talking about. It was pointed out by 
them to the authorities who were obsessed with the testing 
idea that 95 per cent of road accidents, or perhaps even 
more, are caused by the human factor, not the mechanical. 

There has, since the installation of the system, been a big 
increase in the number of traffic accidents in Vancouver. 
Deaths have risen to such a total that the matter is one of 
the main problems of the authorities—the same authorities 
which informed the public that a car testing system could 
not but help improve road safety. 

To be fair, there has in the last few years been a big in- 
crease in the number of cars using the city streets and roads. 
But aliowing for that, the testing system has in no way 
diminished the accident rate. 

There is only one way to drive in Vancouver and at the 
same time have a reasonable chance of avoiding an accident. 
That is to assume that the pedestrians are not to be trusted

and that the next car you are going to meet is one that has 
just been issued with its testing sticker, signifying that it 
is in safe condition, and that the driver is taking advantage 
of that by going faster than he should. 

If you proceed along those lines you have a chance of 
avoiding a smash. The condition of your car has nothing 
to do with it. 

About 65 per cent of cars are rejected first trip, year in, 
year out. As you have to make the journey down to the 
testing station every six months, you can imagine the time 
consumed in the procedure. It is the most exasperating 
thing connected with driving a car in these parts. It is even 
worse than the condition of the roads and the parking 
problem 


Good Business 


The garages, of course, have done nicely out of the 
scheme. You are at liberty to take your rejected car to any 
establishment you care to, but in pfactice it amounts to 
taking it to one near the testing station, which is quite a way 
from the centre of the town. Some of the garages would 
be faring badly if it weren’t for the work provided for them 
by the testing station. 

Your testing card has to be signed by the garage company 
to which you take the car to have its faults “corrected”, 
signifying that the work has been done; even then the car 
is put on the testing machines again when you take it back. 

There is quite a story behind the requirement that a 
garage sign the card—one which does a whole lot to expose 
the whole system. Before that clause was written into the 
regulations, some bright boys were getting the better of the 
inspectors very neatly. After having their cards punched in 
the rejected columns, they hit on a clever little scheme to 
get around the inevitable rejections for trivialities. They 
would pick up their test card with the “rejected” punch 
holes in it, drive around the block, and enter another lane at 

the testing station, thereby getting «

different inspector from the last one. 
The number of times they got a 
“pass” mark for the drive around the 
block became a byword in the city. 
So the testing authorities added a little 
space on the card which had to be 
filled out by a garage, swearing that 
the work had really been done! 

The addition of such an item to the 
card was, of course, an admission of 
the inefficiency of the testing proce- 
dure. If the machines could not be 
trusted to indicate whether the work 
had been done, the right of the same 
machines to reject a car might well be 
questioned. 

With old cars it is almost an impos- 
sibility to get through the testing 
station without three or four trips. 
Some of them make as many as ten 
trips. There is always something “ not 
quite right”, according to the inspec- 
tors. There is a theory that an attempt 
is being made to drive old cars from 
the road, otherwise it would appear

There is ne 
appeal. That punch mark in the re- 
jected column is final until on re-test one of them deigns 
to punch in the passed column. So with no one paying the 
least attention to your protests, all you can do is take the 
car away, get something done at the nearest garage, and 
after taking it back to the station get yourself readjusted to 
different steering 

Many of the owners of ageing cars are resorting to all 
kinds of schemes to nullify the harm which can be done by 
the unreasonable demands of the machines with their poin- 
ters. With brakes, some men who know their cars stop 
about a block away from the testing station, tighten the 
brakes until it is just possible to drive the car—and then 
slacken them off again as soon as they get through the test 
To such devices is the motoring public reduced when in- 
spectors and their machines, and all the trappings of bureau- 
cracy, enter the picture. 

It is important to note that Vancouver is the only city in 
British Columbia with a testing scheme in operation. The 
ther places let Vancouver try it out, more than ten years 
ago, in order to decide their course of action by what hap- 
pened to the accident rate in Vancouver. Not one of the 
uther cities or towns in British Columbia has adopted car 
testing 


Reverse 


No Thanks 


Victoria, across the Gulf of Georgia on Vancouver Island, 
and the next largest city, has flatly refused to follow the 
Vancouver scheme. Needless to say, if the testing theory 
had worked out in practical results, Victoria and the other 
places would have been quick to adopt it. The fact is, 
testing just does not decrease traffic accidents. There is no 
proof of it, but it may actually be adding to them. The 
motorists who for months have driven at speeds within their 
braking capacity are tempted to speed up behind the 
“security” of a “passed” sticker on the windshield, with 
their newly adjusted brakes all set to help them out if a 
jam comes. Sometimes a jam does come and they discover 
once again that accidents in the main are the result of 
human actions, not mechanical failures. 

There would be a wholesale boycotting of the Vancouver 
testing station but for one thing. That is the fear that if a 
motorist is involved in an accident, as he may be at any mo- 
ment in these crowded streets, it will be a damning point 
against him in court if the police can show that his car 
had not been passed by the testing inspectors as the law 
requires. The motorist might not have been in the least at 
fault in the accident, but that out-of-date sticker on the 
windshield would be a black mark against him from the

And that at 
a time when the roads of this city and Brith Columbia as a 
whole cannot be put into proper shape because of “lack of 
funds.” Apart from main routes travelled by buses, Van- 
couver streets are a disgrace to any city worthy of the name 
The same applies to the province of British Columbia as a 
whole. Whole stretches in the interior are not yet even 
paved. Yet we have this highly “ scientific” nonsense opera 
ted by the city of Vancouver to the benefit of no one but the 
employees and garages, and to the exasperation of every 
man and woman who has ever driven a car into one of the 
testing lanes.

Y New England friend, whom I 
have mentioned before as being

Some Privileges 


Despite the Transvaal Sunday ban, 
customs and immigration authorities co 
operated to the full by opening specially 
the Beit Bridge frontier barrier at one 
minute past midnight on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 19.

HARRISON WINS KITCHING TROPHY

Harrison in the Kitching Trophy 

Trial of the North Midlaad M.C. 
on February 25, for besides winning the

CAR HEATER

is made in the knowledge that it is one of the more 
interesting designs of the day and, of course, one of the 
upper price British cars hand built in limited numbers as a 
highly individual car. The chassis itself is unusual in con- 
sisting of a true cruciform, the main members being formed 
into an elongated X. Also it is the only example of British 
production car for touring purposes to have independent 
rear as well as independent front suspension, whilst the twin 
overhead camshaft six-cylinder engine is one of the finest 
extant examples of British high-efficiency quality design. 

A car selling at the price of the Lagonda has to make out 
an above average justification for itself. The assessment, 
however, cannot be attempted in terms of performance alone, 
high though that is. A good deal that is abstract, or at all 
events not measurable, is obtained by the buyer of this 
calibre of machine. The name is a good one, it has gained 
further credit to itself since the war with an entirely new 
design and a different organization behind it, and apart from 
the more practical considerations there is a cachet value 
attaching to such a car 

From the purely practical viewpoint the machine feels 
unusually solid and as if it would stand a great deal of hard 
work, although again such points as these are incapable of 
being measured, or even really effectively judged, within 
the limits of road testing experience. The car tested, show- 
ing over 14,000 miles on the mileometer, had seen 
appreciably more service than the general run of those pre- 
sented for this purpose. What is ascertainable is that with a 
quite large and by no means light body built on fully touring 
lines the engine is able to propel it with a notable feeling of 
satisfaction to the driver and passengers up to speeds of 
about 85 m.p.h., and more for those who are interested, 
where room exists to build up speed. Within the distance 
available for recording maximum speed—approximately 1.25 
miles—the top figure seen was 84 m.p.h. true reading, but it 
may be noted that the saloon model of otherwise indentical 
specification, tested by The Autocar in 1949, attained 91 
m.p.h. true speed. For some reason the present coupé had 
an excessively optimistic speedometer, which, again, did not 
apply to the saloon previously tested, 

As is well known, the same engine as is used in the 
Lagonda is fitted in the companion Aston Martin, a lighter

for so substantially built a car as the Lagonda. The result 
is that revs need to be maintained by making use of the 
gear box. It is an engine that seems to delight in revving 
and that “comes to life” at 2,500 to 3,000 r.p.m., going on 
happily then up to the 5,000-plus region. Therefore, speeds 
on the indirect gears can be unusually high, and there is no 
mechanical fuss at even 70 m.p.h. on third gear, for instance. 
Given less use of the gear box the car is still remarkably 
pleasant to drive and the minimum top gear speed from 
which it will pick up smoothly is as low as 6 m.p.h. 

This is a car seen at its best on a journey of some length, 
cruising happily as fast as the road will permit up to its 
limit, and putting over 50 miles into an hour with ease on 
any route that gives it a chance. Therein is the Lagonda’s 
true value, which is not to imply that it is not suitable for 
quieter motoring and everyday in and out of town use. It 
is entirely amenable to close traffic conditions of driving, 
but, again, for brisk response from low speeds the gears 
must be used. Whatever this car is doing, running at speed 
on a main road, being driven leisurely in urban districts, or 
taken swiftly and satisfyingly up a by-way hill with sharp 
corners and a gradient in the 1 in 6 region, there is an 
abiding satisfaction in the way it operates and handles and 
in its response to the type of driving that derived the best 
from the great vintage cars of the past. 

An illustration of the difference that can be made to the 
results obtained according to the method of handling was 
seen clearly on a stiff hill off main roads, where the response 
was comparatively sluggish after a sharp corner was taken 
on second gear, and to have employed first and utilized the 
engine’s revving capabilities would have been the most

The handling characteristics of a car that has independent 
rear springing by torsion bars, as on the Lagonda, in addi- 
tion to if.s. by coil springs, are of great interest. Basically, 
it is extremely stable and liberties can be taken with it on 
bends without getting into trouble. It is not by any means 
easy to judge what are optimum speeds for given bends in, 
say, the plus-60 m.p.h. region, but unquestionably there is 
real stability, and very little body roll or tyre scream is 
experienced. The rack and pinion steering has a great deal 
to commend it, not being heavy at any time, having pro- 
nounced caster action, being quite high geared for these 
days, and thus giving a quick response and an invaluable 
impression of providing safe control. It is steering that 
can be said to be virtually free from vices. 

An impression was gained that the suspension was firmer 
by comparison with that of the saloon model tested in 1949. 
Riding over a variety of surfaces is extremely satisfactory, 
and back seat passengers experience at all times practically 
as high a degree of comfort as those in the front seats. Dur- 
ing a comprehensive test in which a good deal of high-speed 
driving was included, and a considerable proportion of the 
time spent on wet roads or in heavy rain, the car handled 
with exemplary steadiness, promoting confidence, and the 
hydraulically operated brakes had their due share in main-

The steering-column gear change is a good one of its 
kind. The synchromesh on second, third and top gears is 
of the first-rate baulking ring type, and quick changes can 
be made without overriding the synchromesh. To keep the 
clutch pedal depressed in a traffic halt requires rather more 
pressure than is usual today. 

The driving position is well arranged with a spring-spoked 
steering wheel of a plainer and more functional type than 
is common today, well suited to this kind of car, and it is 
set at a very satisfactory angle. The left-hand wing is just

within view and outward vision to the front is very satis- 
factory. In aggition to the fore and aft adjustment of the 
front seats there is a most useful adjustment for height 
and rake. The back rests extend well up the shoulders, 
although, as so often today, more lateral support would be 
acceptable, especially to the passenger. 

As regards rear quarter and full rearward vision with the 
body closed, the drop-head coupé shows the faults of its 
type rather sharply, and the view given by the driving mir- 
ror through small rear windows in the head is not really 
adequate. Some inconveniences attaching to this style of 
body are probably acceptable in return for the benefits of 
open car motoring in suitable weather, to those to whom 
this style still appeals. The head is a fairly large and heavy 
one to manipulate, and opening and closing it cannot be 


said to be really a one-man operation. Luggage space is 
useful. The rear seats are most comfortably upholstered, 
and they have a central folding armrest. The heating and 
demisting installation proved quite effective with the blower 
fan in operation; a red light which provides a reminder of 
the fan being in use seems unnecessarily bright. There are 
also warning lights, of different colours, to indicate when 
the starting carburettor is in action and to show that the 
reserve petrol supply—a now rare and much appreciated 
provision—has been brought into use. Another sound fit- 
ment is a battery master switch. 

Instruments are well done, and include an engine water 
thermometer. Their lighting at night is effective without 
being bright to a degree troublesome to the driver. In 
detail, it takes some time to remember the identities of the 
unlabelled minor switches on the facia, and the accommo- 
dation for the usual impedimenta in pockets and cubby 
holes is underdone; a lidded container in the left of the facia 
has the merit of being lockable, but it is small. Absence of 
sun vizors is rather markedly felt. 

The head lamps provide a quite good beam, though not 
one fully adequate to the performance on an unknown 
road. In starting from cold it was found that the engine 
fired at once, even when the car had stood in the open over- 
night, but that it required appreciable running, in spite of 
use of the starting carburettor, before it would settle to 
steady pulling. An admirable and too rare item of the 
equipment is a screenwasher with spraying nozzles in the 
top of the scuttle, supplied from a water container under 
the bonnet when a button in tront of the driver is pressed. 
Another excellent feature is an under-bonnet oil tank 
providing automatic lubrication of the steering kingpins

So often and so thoroughly has the 
general mechanical design of this quite 
outstanding British car been described 
that it might seem almost superfluous to 
go over the matter again. It is not, how- 
ever. Anyone and everyone who has had 
the good fortune to handle the XK120 on 
the road cannot fail to have noticed that 
it possesses certain marked characteristics 
which are superbly satisfying, and these 
need relating to the design behind them 
That immense turn of speed is almost 
by the way. It is not the essence of the 
car’s charm, which really lies in the 
smooth flexibility of the engine, the light 
but precise steering, the comfort of the 


suspension, and the stability shown under 
all conditions of handling 

Well acquainted with the strength of 
public interest in the “Jag XK,” the 
writer felt that it would be fascinating to 
find out from the designer himself what 
“makes the engine tick” so admirably 
He therefore called on Mr. W. M 
Heynes, the chief engineer of the Jaguar 
company, and the gist of his answers to 
many questions was as follows 

From the beginning, the engine now in 
the XK was conceived as an engine for a 
saloon—as it now is in the Jaguar Mark 
Vil—and there was no thought of sports 
cars and coinpetitions.

Valve Evolution 


The actual design of the engine came 
about in this way. It was intended to 
start with a clean sheet. First of all— 
and this is, or was, a secret—the new 
unit was designed with the very latest in 
push-rod-operated valves. But experi- 
ence with that prototype produced the 
opinion that this system of valve opera- 
tion had been advanced to the limit of 
i sibilities, and that a change was 
n . Hence it was decided to take a 
stride and go over to hemispherical com- 
bustion chambers with 70-degree over- 
head valves, camshaft operated, which 
with scientific porting can give an ¢x- 
ceedingly high power output on reason- 
able fuel consumption; in short, high 
efficiency. Moreover, push rod overhead 
valves can never be quite as quiet as a 
well-designed overh cam: t system. 

Now the advantages of the overhead 

camshaft can be these. In the push rod 
and rocker system for each ve there 
are (neglecting the sliding of the valve 
stem and of the cam follower or tappet 
in their respective guides) three places 
where rolling friction is taking the 
two ball ends of the push . and the 
pivot of the rocker; there are two places 
where scrubbing friction exists ; the cam 
on the follower and the rocker end on 
the valve stem. The rocker end, inci- 
dentally, puts a side thrust on the valve 
guide. 
Where there is movement there must 
also be slight clearance, even if only for 
lubrication. And when there is friction 
there will be wear, however small. More- 
over, the inertia of the many reciprocat- 
ing parts imposes a considerable load on 
these points. Hence the push rod and 
rocker system has many places from 
which a growing clearance may add up, 
necessitating frequent adjustment or pro- 
ducing noise. 

But if the camshaft is situated above 
the valve, and an inverted piston-like cam 
follower is positioned as a guide, with its 
under-face in contact with the valve stem, 
then there is only one where scrub- 
bing friction occurs, cam and 
follower, and only two places where 
clearance exists; that is, between cam 
and follower, and follower and valve stem 
Inertia is reduced to a minimum, and 
there is no side thrust on the valve guide. 
Further, the necessary strength of the

The arrangement of the cross water

Reducing Friction 

With the attainment of head and 
valves to give maximum output, the 
designer is confronted with another prob- 
lem, to emsure that the “applied 
mechanics” im the engine have dealt 
faithfully with the structure and the 
moving parts, so that as little as possible 
has been lost in friction, distortion, or 
vibration. The XK engine was given a 
very substantial crankshaft with seven 
bearings, 2jin in diameter, and webs and 
crankpins to match. But it is of small 
avail to have a hefty crankshaft unless 
you support it rigidly, and that led to a 
cylinder block and crankcase in which 
there are many virtues. In the first place, 
interior vertical webs run right down 
from the bosses of the cylinder head studs 
to the bosses of the main bearing studs 


The case is divided at the level of the 
crankshaft centre line, and the walls of 
the main bearing supports are heavily 
ribbed in every necessary direction. Not 
only that, but on one side of the foot of 
the crankcase there is an end-to-end 
channel section rib, and on the other a 
similarly intended tubular rib, which is 
also the main oil gallery. No doubt the 
good deal of its success 
smoothness to this rigidity of 
crankshaft and cylinder block. Research 
has shown that the XK requires consider- 
ably less power to motor it round than is 
usually the case; in short, mechanical 
losses are relatively small. 

Reference to the main oil gallery at the 
side of the crank chamber brings up an- 
other point. The oilways in this engine 
are all of relatively large bore. The 
object is to obtain a good flow of oil at a 
low velocity, whereby frothing is avoided. 
To the same end, sharp edges and corners 
in the oilways are avoided. 

These are a few of the special points 
of the design, and they serve to show that 
the success of the engine is not the result 
of any one particular feature, but of a 
choice of good features in an engine 
designing recipe, and a most thorough 
attention to every detail, large or small 
There is no doubt that the success of this 
recipe will be borne out in the coupé

THE END OF A WEST HIGHLAND AUTUMN — BY CARAVAN 


“A deep depression off the north-west of Ireland is rapidly 
approaching; rain in all districts, especially in the west.’ 


OW often had my wife and I listened to this doleful 
sort of announcement, and how often had we post- 
poned our last trip of the year in the hope of yet 

trapping some of the glory and colour of autumn. 

Then it happened; the sun went down in a ball of fire 
and next day white clouds swept across a sky of blue. We 
had no time for the wireless that morning: but, hitching-up 
our twenty-five horses to “Golden Eagle,” our caravan, we 
were off. Not daring to go west, we made for the Fair City 
of Perth, and a lovely first seventy miles it was. We went 
by Kincardine Bridge, where those great pillars and spars 
across the Forth had taken to themselves a rare look as they 
rose against a rich sky and curved over gleaming waters 
Then by leafy roads, which led to the Crook of Devon, 
with sheltering trees still a mass of green although late 
October had tinted them. 

But as we started our climb from Rumbling Bridge into 
Glen Devon’s wild hill lands the scene changed to one of 
russet, against the greens of conifers, with here and there 
a splash of yellow which sometimes sprinkled golden 
showers about us. We had always wished to see the cas- 
cading Devon, its old bridges and the giens and rising 
hills on just such a day, so our slight detour, which shortly 
brought us through Glen Eagle on to the main Perth road, 
was well worth while. 

At Perth, the enticing charm of towering mountains took 
us northwards, through still green pastures, brown fields and 
the massed and now colourful woods of Birnam and Dun- 
keld. We had many a stop just to sniff the air and marvel at 
this day of days, yet we did not tarry long and soon were 
through that rather narrow piece of road which broadened 
out as we reached and looked down on that silvery serpent, 
the Tay. Mountains were now all about us and towered 
higher and higher as we passed through Pitlochry to Killie- 
crankie. Here we had glimpses of the turbulent River 
Garry deep below in its rocky ravine. 


Beyond Blair Athol, and its magnificent castle of silver- 
grey stone, we started the real climb into and across the 
Grampians. But the rise is easy and the road wonderful, 
so mile after mile slipped by, the friendly Garry entertain- 
ing us the while with views of fine salmon pools and splash- 
ing waters amidst a riot of rocky grandeur. And all around 
rose mountain peaks, made the more impressive by coatings 
of white left by the sharp frost of the night before and now 
dazzling against long, black shadows as the westering sun 
sank lower. 

Our day of sparkling colour, blue skies and cotton-wool 
clouds was going fast and as we continued to climb the 
air became sharp and the wind freshened. Loch Garry, 
deep in shadow, looked sullen and cold, and as we crossed 
Dalnaspidal’s summit the heights crowded in and down 
on us. Beyond, the Boar of Badenoch and Geol Charn 
towered darkly against a ruddy glow from the spent sun. 
Our descent into Badenoch was now rapid: Dalwhinnie 
and the steep, hilly short cut to Laggan flashed past, and 
with our stopping place, near by the Falls of Truim, 
almost in sight, the engine seemed to purr down that 
glen with glee. 


Fair to the West 


Next morning a snell north-east wind swept the mists 
from the valley and mountain tops, so that from our lofty 
perch we could look down the length of the great, sweeping 
Spey valley; but that wind, tearing in by Kingussie and 
Newtonmore, was bitter; so, turning, we watched the scurry- 
ing clouds and remembered that strong east winds give 
fair feather to the west. On reaching Newtonmore cross- 
roads we changed our minds and turned on to that narrow 
but delightful road which goes west. This road, once rough, 
has been remade, and apart from a ripple it gave no trouble 
as we leisurely travelled along; first by pretty, sheltered 
lochans which glinted invitingly—but, alas! the trout fish- 
ing season was over—then by the winding Spey till, at 
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Laggan Bridge, we left it to its own wild meanderings from 
the mountains. 

A few more miles and we were at the Linn of Pattack 
where the bright sun brought out the full-glory of its high 
fall of tumbling, foaming water, wild rocks and the vivid 
colourings of their frame of trees. A little farther and we 
stopped again, enraptured with the views, and while look- 
ing over the Pattack to the rugged peaks of Geal Charn, 
Beinn a Chliachair, Meall Cruaidh and, beyond them Carn 
Dearg, a roadman got off his cycle for a chat. 

I liked his smiling reply when I said it was an exquisite 
picture of river and mountain, “ Well, it is all your own, 
sir!” How right he was; this was in truth our own mar- 
vellous Highlands, and it was with a feeling of pride and 
happiness that we continued on our way. 

Soon we reached Loch Laggan, where the sand edged 
luminous blue water, but as we ran high above its tree- 
scattered shore the fresh breeze churned up waves which 
sparkled gold where the sun lit them on their way to dis- 
tant mountains, and to our right great fingers of snow 
stretched down the eastern corries from Creag Magaidh’s 
3,700 feet of white peak. The way was easy on this road, 
which was almost our own, and as it wended west our last 
look at Laggan’s waters was at the spectacular dam above 
Glen Spean. Here they pour into the heart of a mountain 
on their tunnelled way to Loch Treig and from there to 
the hydro-electric plant at the Fort William aluminium 
works. 

Our changeful road took a new and delightful character 
as it descended Glen Spean; high up it clung to the richly 
wooded hillside of this valley-cum-gorge, and as it wound 
downwards the view was ; 


Gateway to the Isles 


Approaching Fort William, we turned across the narrow 
picturesque bridge which is the gateway of “the Road to 
the Isles.” We had been lured by the thought of staying 
again beside the loveliest of sea lochs; where we are sure 
the mermaids play in the quiet of night, where icy winds 
cannot reach and the western air is warm. 

A very deceitful new tarmac road took the outfit swiftly 
past Corpach, giving us the chance to look across Loch 





Linnhe to Fort William backed by Ben Nevis and its satel- 
lites, but by Loch Eil it gradually narrowed and some care 
was needed as we twisted and turned in the narrowing pass 
which leads to Glen Finnan. Here we got our first impres- 
sion of the extravagant beauty of the road ahead. Loch 
Shiel, between great mountain walls, stretched out like a 
sheet of burnished steel, with, in the foreground, the high, 
slender monument to Prince Charlie. 

Beyond the hotel at Glenfinnan, well-known for its good 
fare and fishing, the road got rougher and steeper, then 
eased through undulating hill land, but soon was careering 
round and down through the wild pass to Loch Eilt far 
below. By the loch this wicked but delightful little road, 
with scenery beyond compare, took every twist and turn 
imaginable as if to display its character. “Golden Eagle’s” 
18ft by 7ft follows well and with a steady motion which 
gives me confidence; so on we went, by dizzy heights and 
sheltered valleys, passing Loch Dubh, calm, black and deep, 
then another curve or two, a dip, a rise, and down, down 
into Glen Mama where, at the foot, the railway viaduct 
stretched across the road and Loch nan Uambh’s glinting

waters showed through its tall arches. We travelled a mile 
or so farther to our pitch, a wide strip right on the edge of 
that rocky shore. 

Two weeks of sheer delight followed, fishing from our 
boat and exploring Loch nan Uambh’s islands and indented 
shores. There were visits to busy Mallaig with its herring 
boats and its glorious views across the Minch to the misty 
Isle of Skye; and to Morar with its great deep loch and 
grand mountains, and from there we looked across its white 
sands to the islands of Eigg and Rum. 

When we coupled-up to retrace that tricky twenty-five 
miles of single-way road the scene was even more beautiful 
and Loch nan Uamh more arresting than ever. Its shore 
of coloured tumbled rocks was topped with golden bracken, 
stunted junipers and sturdy oaks, and against this surged 
the incoming tide to rush into rock fissures with a slap and 
gurgle of sheer enjoyment. To the north reared Druim 


Although it is single track and tricky, the road from Mallaig 
to Glenfinnan is a beautiful one. Here it passes Loch Eilt, 
“the hind’s lake.’ 
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Fiaclach, scarred and riven by countless storms yet 
gloriously patchworked with the spun gold of winter grass, 
while on the lower slopes oaks and birches carried the same 
vivid colouring right to the water’s edge. In contrast, bridg- 
ing the head of the loch, was the viaduct, a man-made piece 
taking its place as if Nature had been the designer. 

Lochailort, Glenfinnan and Corpach slipped by; then 
Fort William, not the busy, summertime Highland town but 
now a place of quiet charm resting beneath the great Ben, 
and watchdog of Loch Linnhe. This long loch was wild, 
white horses crested the waves and whiter gulls battled 
against a squally wind, but most striking of all were the 
gleaming buildings and lighthouse which guard the narrows 
at Ardgour. Ballachulish ferry rarely lures us, for we love 
the untamed road which circles Loch Leven, and the superb 
picture this day was at the narrows. Across the loch was 
massive, peaked and colourful Garbh Bheinn; before us, over 
a clump of golden-leaved oaks, rose the great blue moun- 
tains beyond ven. 

The road climbing round the southern side of this loch

has been cleverly improved, for the hills are very steep with 
many a bend and, at the top, just room for our outfit to 
pass a bus; and we had to try it out, much to a bus driver’s 
discomfort, for he had a 200ft drop into the loch at his side. 
Then Glen Coe, and wild it is, with demons lurking in its 
mountain, but from the road one can see only magnificence 
and strength. It had added beauty that afternoon for the 
tops were gilded by a low-lying sun, with indigo shadows 
and copper-coloured flanks, and the splash of water every- 
where. And what a road! Cut through solid rock, cross- 
ing boglands, with black tarms and silver lochans by the way- 
side, wide, smooth, with graceful curves and gentle hills. 
A road built (but too lovely) for speed. We stopped at the 
Study by the waterfall, a thundering mass of foaming water 
this November day, and again at Glen Etive. 
between its massive mountains the sun was shining in a 
great blaze of dazzling light, the more startling because of 
banking black clouds rolling in. 


Quarry Refuge 


These clouds soon grew to threatening proportions and we 
were glad to draw into a sheltering quarry overlooking 
Loch Baa. Short lap or long matters not to a caravanner; 
home is where we stop and we appreciated its snugness 
when the wind rose to a shriek and skirl with all the demons 
of that wild place let loose. Perched on Beinn Chaorach 
with Loch Baa and the bleak Rannoch Moor at our feet, 
hail battered on our windows and lightning split the dark- 
ness; yet there was something grand in that tempest which 
held us there for another day and night. 

The storm dropped to intermittent squalls, so we pulled 
out. Snow covered the mountain tops and swirls of it 
blinded us as the wind rose to fury pitch. A wild day, but 
between squalls the sun broke through the flying clouds 
to shine with great intensity. At Bridge of Orchy the hills 
were almost green when we arrived but in the ten minutes 
it took to visit the post office in the station another squall 
had whitened the landscape and left a beautiful rainbow. 

With us that was the last snow-squall, for the day cleared 
as we descended past Tyndrum into Glen Dochart. The 
road now was full of wriggles and humps which encouraged 
leisurely travel, by bracken-clad hills, white-topped moun- 
tains and lonely farmhouses, all enriched by the gurgling, 
splashing Dochart, or mirrored in its smooth, deep pools 
and shapely lochs. 

At Glen Ogie’s top we stopped for a long, last look at that 
brilliant panorama of mountains which reach out beyond 
Killin to Meal Tarmachan and Ben Lawers, then in vivid 
sunshine we dropped down to Loch Earn en route for 
Callander, Stirling and home.

44s is liable to be a matter of long-term 
policy; now, with the Borg clutch, it takes 
quite a feat of snatchmanship to move 
the lever as fast as it invites movement. 
Second gear (something of the order of 
5.4 to 1, though that isn’t exact) gives a 
maximum of around 60 mph. and 
acceleration of a kind to beat the jodhpurs 
off even the largest and most costly 
American cars. 

Mechanical malfunctions have been 
confined to two broken pinions and one 
big-end failure, and the latter, consider- 
ing that the bottom end had received no 
attention since pre-war, 25,000 miles 
earlier, could not be considered altogether 
blameworthy. Since Sedgwick bought 
YV 9261 he has put in two long Con- 
tinental tours, one of 2,500 miles and 
another of 3,000, both taken for the most 
part at a rate of nuts and without a 
moment’s anxiety . the fracas on the 
mountain could not, after all, be described 
as a moment of anxiety. Horror, yes; 
anxiety, no. 

It happened last summer, when the 
Sedgwicks, man and wife, were enskein- 
ing Europe in company with other 
Bentley D.C. men and wives on the trail 
of Grands Prix. The story was rather 
well told, better than I shall tell it, by 
Mr. President in the December, 1950, 
issue of the B.D.C. Review. YV 9261 was 
starting to ascend the Pordoi Pass, in the 
Dolomites. Stanley took time out—not 
much, but enough—to lift up his eyes 
unto the hills. The Bentley went off the 
road and one of its front hub caps swiped 
a wall that was propping up a jomite. 
The steering wheel was torn from the 
presidential grasp, the car slewed round 
and whammed the wall head-on. In the 
space of a second the 44 was reduced to 
a seeming wreck, with both left wheels 
smashed, fronts and backs misaligned 
eight inches, the front axle pushed back 
about five inches and one rear spring 
broken clean through. It was neverthe- 
less a runner still, once the wheels had 
been changed and al fresco repairs 
effected on the spot, mostly with a sledge 
hammer. They don’t, to coin a phrase, 
put that class of stuff into cars any more. 


Spine-Sparing 

To one who, unluckily for him, seldom 
has opportunities these days for motoring 
vintage Bentleys, the relative suppleness 
of the suspension, particularly the rear 
half of it, comes as something of a sur- 
prise. Sedgwick’s longest one-day drive 
to date was from Dunkirk to Monte 
Carlo, a distance of 760 miles. That, 
with certain vintage types, is an experi- 
ence one wouldn't wish on a rogue 
mother-in-law, but I can believe Stanley 
when he claims to have emerged scathless 
from it on YV 9261. Somewhere above 
sixty the ride flattens out in a most engag- 
ing way, and the engine is so patently 
taking it easy that one quickly falls into 
the same bovine mood oneself. Rebuild- 
ing road speed following drops into the 
fifties demands, of course, full use of the 
prong, but with a third gear of something 
like 4.6 to 1 on call, and a modern clutch 
to abet this close top-third pegging, fre- 
quent snicks through the gate come as 
naturally as respiration. 

Driven really hard, the 44 goes 15 miles 
on a gallon, upping to 19 m.p.g. when the 
needle is kept hovering between 50 and 
70 m.p.h., instead of between 65 and 85. 
Pool petrol is naturally not its favourite 
drink, the compression being what it is ; 
a fifty-fifty mix of Pool and benzole, 
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transmuting the pinks into bigger bangs, 
is what it really likes, and most of its best

Other open 4}s— 
non-Replicas, that is—usually had a front 
door at one side and a back one at the 
other. The bucket seats currently in use 
came out of a Bedford truck. The 
“paint job,” as you would expect, is in 
racing green, the whole car being main- 
tained inside and out with the fastidious 
care that comes naturally to a chartered 
accountant, which is what Sedgwick is. 

Starting, hot or cold, is almost always 
instantaneous, and the engine still is 
agreeably free from mechanical small talk, 
piston slap included. The plugs used are 
a Lodge variety sold for lorries, and they 
neither oil nor burn. Autovac is the 
normal means of supply to the sloping 
S.U. carburettors, but there is an auxiliary 
hand-pump pressure system for emer- 
gencies of a kind which never arise. Tyre 
size is 21 by 6.00in and, soberingly 
enough, covers cost £16 apiece. 

Something, but not everything, is 
known of the 44 It was sup- 
plied originally to a Captain Ormerod.

F one has been lucky enough to have bought 
a post-war car for anything upwards of 
£500, why spend another £250-£800 for the 
privilege of sitting in a field, listening to the 
rain pattering on the roof ? Some spend a good 
deal more than £2,000 on their car and caravan 
outfit, and would not part with it in any 
circumstances—so the joys of caravanning 
cannot be entirely imaginary. 

First of all there is the absolute independence 
which it gives. There is no wearisome writing 
or telephoning to hotels and boarding houses— 
begging for a date which will fit in with the 
school holidays and the period father can spare 
from the office. Neither is holiday time limited 
to one period in the summer. Every fine week- 
end is a holiday. Easter, Whitsun and August 
Bank Holidays all mean a few days’ change of 
scenery for the price of a camp site fee and 
a few gallons of petrol. 

Does it rain? Yes, it rains; but so it does at 
seaside resorts—as any parent will tell you who 
has had a couple of fractious children to amuse 
in an hotel lounge or bedroom during a rainy spell. 

The foregoing is based on a comparison with the conven- 
tional seaside holiday.

The most satisfactory arrangement, 
undoubtedly, is to have breakfast in camp, take a picnic 
lunch and come back to the caravan for an evening meal 
This arrangement gives the family freedom to go where 
they will—either to populated centres or on trips into the 
wilds—without the worry of finding a place in which to 
procure a meal. 

With all hands to help, plus a pressure cooker and a 
tin-opener, an evening meal is quickly and easily prepared 
Over the coffee the day’s adventures are recounted—which 
bay was the best for swimming; the excitement of the surf 
riding somewhere else; the struggle up the last few feet of 
that climb; the quality of the ices or the lemonade or the 
beer.

Winter Reeess 


HAT was striking during a recent short caravan 
holiday in southern England was that the pattern of 
social life in this country is partially changing. It 

is in keeping with a world that moves cmefly-on wheels that 
even the houses of many of the present population should 
be thus supported. Instead of a houseless couple trying to 
find a house or flat in town, as often as not they have given 
up the useless struggle and decided to take a caravan any- 
where that a friendly landlord will allow them. This is 
especially true of officers and others in the Services. These 
temporary encampments are doing a useful! service, in their 
rather untidy way. The districts around aerodromes and 
depots are notorious for difficult landlords, and impossible 
rents. 

It was even suggested in a recent copy of the Berkeley 
Magazine that there is something old-fashioned in staying 
in one place, and the idea has perhaps come from the other 
side of the Atlantic, where the 1,000-mile weekend is not 
unusual. Very good, but in this country it need not yet be 
formed of the dreary Steinbeck backcloth, a spiritual dust- 
bowl, of Motel and shack and filling station—the choice is 
so wide. 

The charm of the caravan here is that it can make a domes- 
tic island in any of the delightful counties, and the picture 
in the rear window can be, first, of “ bowery hollows crowned 
with summer sea,” and then, in the space of a couple of days, 
the New Forest, or the South Downs. This must have some 
effect on the enjoyment of the most parochial. Being oneself 


a-caravan brought to notice the astonishing number of new 
sites that have sprung up. They have arisen from necessity, 
and where the caravans are well spaced and concealed the 
effects are tolerable. It would be tilting quixotically and 
futilely at windmills to complain of them, when, as was seen 
at Exeter, the pre-fab township presents its varied horizon 
of rabbit hutches only half a mile away. Caravans are much

Such observations arose from a short tour in a Chalfont 
Cruiser caravan, towed by a Morris Oxford, which proved to 
be just right for a van of 14ft or so. It always seems as if the 
towing car is impossibly small, in front of the looming cara- 
van. The Cruiser is a new design, and it was collected from 
the works. Camping of the normal kind would have been 
impossible in the weather in which this holiday began. The 
bottom fell out of the barometer, which recorded, according 
to the excited dailies, the lowest for many years. Saturday 
and Sunday were spent parked in a farm drive under the 
Mendips, after taking the van down the Cheddar Gorge, 
as initial towing experience. Is it not a little refreshing, in 
this age when we crouch under the threat of man-made 
cataclysm, to listen to the big guns of the wind and enjoy 
some of the uncontrolled effects of storm? Towing, on 
exposed roads, would be very difficult, for streamlined is 
one thing that the caravan is not. 

It is strange that more people do not try a winter holiday 
in England. For caravanning especially, there is the advan-

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IN THE OFF 
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SEASON 


The West was almost desertéd, after 
its summer flurries. Most of the troubles of the “season” 
can be forgotten in the winter. True, it is not possible to 
bask after bathing, but the holiday is so welcome, after cold 
and gloom and cities, and there is golf, or riding or walking, 
all at their bracing best. 

Under the inclined sunlight England is almost more 
colourful in the winter; this was seen on the run back from 
Exeter. The trees, certainly, show only dark and leafless 
gradations, but the patina of ploughland and fallow was in- 
comparable. A303 shows off the best of Somerset, with 
Mere as the gateway to the Wiltshire Downs. The view of 
Stonehenge is like a concluding and triumphal arch, near 
Amesbury. When weatherbound, the car is an escape, and 
there was time for stormy golf at Weston-super-Mare, and 
again on the heathy well-drained course at Frilford, near 
Abingdon. 

Practical matters must be kept in mind, of course; 
although, as the last few days of this trip revealed, some of 
England’s best weather often comes carly; there is always 
the risk of snow or ice, and then towing is just about im- 
possible. These conditions are hardly usual.

Waterproofing is 
vital, and not all vans fulfil such a requirement as well as this 
one did. A low condensation characteristic is also desir- 
able, and this obscure quality is related to several factors, 
the material used in the construction especially.

Standings are the worst problem. It is risky to venture 
on to grass, except on the best drained ground. This cuts 
out some of the more idyllic sites. It is safest to use some 
kind of hard standing, and a careful preliminary study of 
sites, commercial and better, is recommended. If, for reasons 
of taste, the commercial ones are taboo, then friendly farmers 
or (as on this tour) innkeepers, are the only chance. The 
light is short, so a site must be found in good time 

Clothes and boots are important, as is an electric torch, to 
assist in connecting gas cylinders, for fetching water and so 
on. A small mat near the door, if not designed into the van, 
is useful to prevent too much of the site getting inside, also 
a small brush for cleaning the interior. Most of the things 
are commonsensical—plenty of gas mantles, matches and 
pullovers. The last for visiting relations in. They are not 
needed inside the caravan. 

/@ way to spend the gas-lit hours is a matter of taste 
There are worse combinations than a warm bunk and a 
Peter Cheyney, or similar entertainer, with rain and wind 
for “ noises off.” 

Reserve towing capacity is always useful, but economy 
may prevent the use of a large car. A whole article could be 
written about towing, and the need for much care and de 
liberation. Certainly the Chalfont and the Oxford, with 
the caravan weighing about 17} cwt, made a fine pair, even 
for inexperienced drivers. Petrol consumption is up by 
towing by about 20 per cent, which is not as much as might 
be expected.

HINTS FOR THE MOTORIST ABOUT TO 
, EMBARK ON HIS FIRST TOWING TOUR 


Caravanning appeals to the contemplative

us started out on our first caravan 

trip. We didn’t know a lot about 
the game when we set course and our 
experiences during the following fort- 
night were sometimes rather shatter- 
ing. The car was old and we spent a 
day in Devon waiting for a rear spring 
to be replaced. The caravan was new 
and throughout the fortnight the food 
tasted of varnish. 

However, we had lots of fun and 
returned determined to have another go 
at the earliest opportunity. 

The motorist who starts his caravan- 
ning in 1951 will probably not have to 
contend with cheese and varnish sand- 
wiches, for most of the caravans of 
today are vastly superior to those of the 
middle thirties, but there are still a 
number of points to watch when setting 
out on one’s first caravanning trip. 

Fitting a Bracket.—This is a job 
which can be planned and executed 
well in advance of the actual trip. It is 
not a long job; a skilled craftsman can 
usually complete a simple bracket in 
about four to five hours. The average 
cost is about £6 or £7. For most of 
the popular post-war models there are 
brackets made by, or in consultation 
with, the car manufacturer, obtainable 
from an agent more or less “off the 
shelf.” 


ET years before the war four of

The making and fitting of a towing 
bracket should be entrusted only to an 
establishment which specializes in this 
type of work. Fitting a really service- 
able bracket to some of the modern 
chassis-less cars is quite a complicated 
business. 

There is no need to worry about 
spoiling the appearance of your car. A 
well-made bracket should be almost 
invisible when it is not actually carry- 
ing the ball of the caravan coupling. 
The ball, as well as the bracket itself, 
should preferably be attached by high 
tensile bolts. 

Selecting a Caravan.—Whether you 
are buying a touring caravan or merely 
hiring one for"a holiday, it is essential 
to select a model which can be towed 
comfortably by your car. This point 


cannot be over-stressed. I learned my 
lesson the hard way when I spent three 
days on a glorious site in a Devon bay 
wondering all the time whcther my car 
would pull the too-heavy van I was 
using at the time up the hill out of the 
site. 

I had gaily accepted the word of a 


farm-hand that the hill down to the site 


was “not very steep.” He failed to tell 
me, however, that there was a 90- 
degree turn at the bottom, and that the 
climb out would have to be done from 
a standing start. 

Unfortunately, no hard and fast rule 
can be laid down as to what weight any 
particular model of car will tow; so 
many factors have to be taken into con- 
sideration; the age of the car, its con- 
dition, its actual weight (the heavier the 
better as it helps to avoid the tail 
wagging the dog), the type of country 
to be traversed, and the ability and 
experience of the driver, are just a few. 
A reasonable general rule, however, is 
to fix a top limit of about a hundred- 
weight and a half to each nominal 
horse-power by the obsolescent rating 
system. 

The calculated weight of the caravan 
should include all personal kit, a gas 
cylinder and all the other odd items 
you might wish to load. It is well to 
bear in mind, in addition, that caravan 
manufacturers are more liable to undet- 
estimate the weight of their products 
than to over-estimate. The unladen 
weight which they are compelled to 
paint on the drawbar of the caravan 
means next to nothing. An ex-works 
weighbridge certificate for the par- 
ticular model, fully equipped with mat- 
tresses and so on, is the only reliable 
guide. 

Most caravanners exceed the top limit 
I have mentioned but it is certainly 
unwise to do so on your first trip. 
Quite a number of good, solid holiday 
four-berths can be towed with a reli- 
able Ten and there are one or two 
lightweights that a good Eight will pull 
satisfactorily. 

The —— layout for a holiday four- 
berth is a pair of straight single beds 
at one end, a double settee bed or 
double dinette bed at the other and a 
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kitchen and wardrobe space in the 
centre. If a dinette is fitted the occu- 
pants eat at a hook-on table between 
the two halves of the dinette. The 
table makes the centre portion of the 
bed at night and is covered by the 
back-rests of the seats. These beds are 
perfectly comfortable but a bit tricky to 
make at first. 

When a settee double bed is fitted 
eating is done at a hook-on table be- 
tween the single beds. Settee beds are 
usually easier to make and are more 
comfortable for sleeping, as they have 
only two full-length mattresses. 


Cooking and Lighting 


Bottled gas is now used almost 
universally for cooking and lighting, 
though electric lights supplied from the 
car battery may also be fitted. The 
gas is perfectly safe to use, provided 
that the normal precautions of not 
looking for leaks with a naked flame, 
and making sure that cither a window 
or a ventilator is open, are taken. The 
gas is heavier than air, by the way, and 
so, if it leaks, will hang about on the 
floor and at the bottom of lockers. 
Both popular makes of bottled gas have 
their own distinctive odour which you 
cannot mistake. But let’s hope that 
you will not be troubled by a gas leak. 

Planning a Tour.—Caravanning is a 
relaxation, so there is no point in trying 
to cover the maximum distance in the 
time available. It is wise to make an 
outline plan for the first trip but it 
should be sufficiently flexible to allow 
you to stop the extra day or two if 
you find a spot which you like a lot. 
No plan should commit you to towing 
more than about a hundred miles in 
any one day. Personally, I always like 
to get on the road as soon as possible 
after breakfast and complete my towing 
before lunch. This leaves the rest of 
the day clear and gives one the chance 
to ferret out the best site at the destina- 
tion end. I consider it most unwise to 
tow until dusk unless one knows the 
exact location of the destination site, 
and that there will be room to get in 
there

touring caravan is not a difficult busi- 
ness and a competent driver should be 
able to cope comfortably right from the 
start. Safety points to watch include 
the following: The overall length of 
the outfit is more than doubled and 
the width usually increased slightly, so 
room and time must be allowed when 
overtaking cyclists and other slow- 
moving vehicles. Trafficators and rear 
stop lights will not be visible to those 
behind, so positive hand signals must 
be given as often as possible. By virtue 
of your increased length and width it 
is more difficult for faster moving 
traffic to pass you, so it is wise to allow 
others space to draw in ahead of you 


if they cut things a bit fine. 

Points of law to remember are that 
you are restricted to 30 m.p.h. when 
towing, your rear number plate must 
be reproduced on the back of the van, 
and you must have a clear view through 
the van windows to the road behind, or 


fit a wing mirror. With most modern 
cars the rear window is too low to allow 
a good view through and a wing mirror 
is essential. The ideal solution is a 
mirror with an extending pillar. 

If you contemplate towing at night 
you must have a rear light on the 
caravan and if, which is most unlikely, 
the caravan extends sideways more than 
a foot beyond the side lights of the car 
it must also be fitted with side lights. 
Overrun brakes, to comply with 
braking regulations concerning trailers, 
are fitted on all touring models. 

Always start off in bottom when 
pulling away from a halt and use gears 
freely in slowing down and descending 
hills. Caravan brakes, most of which 
are cable operated, are not generally as 
efficient as they might be and it is 
a good plan to carry out a braking test 
on the first piece of clear road you find, 
in order to ascertain how much the 
caravan affects braking efficiency. 

Reversing a car and caravan is a 
decidedly tricky business at first and 
it is wise to carry out one’s first experi- 
ments on an open field or site. If one 
applies normal lock to the car the 
caravan goes in the opposite direction 
and the outfit scissors. Once the cara- 
van has been started off in the right 


direction by the application of opposite 
lock on the car, however, everything 
should be fully under control. You can 
have an immense amount of fun trying 
out reversing on a piece of open 
ground, but remember to apply the 
reversing stop to the overrun brake of 
the caravan. 

ng and Uncoupling.—There 
should be little difficulty here. Nearly 
all modern couplings have a ball on 
the towing bracket of the car and a 
cup on the front of the drawbar of the 
caravan. They are easy to operate and 
almost foolproof. The point to remem- 
ber is that most of them have a locking 
pin and that this must be in the closed 
position before towing commences. If 
you stop in a town to do some shop- 
ping, have a look at the pin before 
Starting off again; caravan couplings 
seem to have a fatal fascination for 
small boys. The nose weight of most 
caravans will keep the coupling en- 
gaged even if the pin is unlocked, but 
an upward thrust over a bad bump or 
humpback bridge could then easily 
unseat the cup from the ball. 


Uncoupling Drill 


The normal drill for uncoupling a 
van on a site is to lower the two front 
corner legs, lift the drawbar clear of 
the towing bracket, wind down the rear 
corner legs and then make the final 
adjustment for level. A small spirit 
level is a useful accessory. ‘The corner 
legs should be wound down till they 
“bite” the ground and steady the 
corners, but should not take any of the 
main weight of the van. 

To couple up, the car is backed up 
so that the ball on the towing bracket 
is level with, but a few inches offset 
from, the cup on the drawbar. The 
rear legs are wound up, the van is 
rocked gently so that the cup engages 
the ball and the front legs are then 
wound up, the ball and cup engaging as 
the weight is transferred. If the van 
is not too nose-heavy the front legs 
can be retracted slightly before actually 
coupling up and the cup dropped 
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straight on to the ball. In both coup- 
ling and uncoupling, a jockey wheel 
(fitted to most of the better makes) 
helps greatly. After coupling up make 
certain that all four legs are fully 
wound up, that the coupling is locked 
and the jockey wheel raised. 

Site Finding.—Uoafortunately it is 
not easy these days to find good sites 
near big towns or popular seaside re- 
sorts, and club site lists are advisable. 
In country districts, however, one can 
usually find a farmer willing to allow 
the touring caravanner to pitch on some 
part of his land for a reasonable price 

Fitting Out.—Try to keep kit down 
to the minimum but be sure to take 
such essentials as gumboots, a wind- 
cheater and warm bed clothing. Sleep- 
ing bags are very handy; they save 
weight and make bed making easy. 

Don’t take your best crockery—a 
hurried departure from a site without 
a careful check-up of crockery stowage 
can result in the breaking of a complete 
set of this precious commodity. We 
have invested in a set of oven-proof 
glass plates and find them most useful 

A tin-opener is a “must” if the 
caterer of the party is not to spend 
overlong at the sink and stove, and a 
pressure cooker is also a very useful 
item of equipment. A torch and a large 
Thermos container for milk are other 
items which are permanently on my 
caravanning inventory Most hire 
vans these days contain no equipment 
other than the gas stove and the mat- 
tresses. You will need to take bedding, 
crockery, cutlery, cooking utensils and 
a good-sized water container. 

Insurance.—It is wise to insure a 
caravan for all risks; a number of com- 
panies produce special policies at a 
very reasonable premium. If a car is 
to be used for towing the insurance 
company covering the vehicle should 
be notified. There is usually no extra 
charge for extending the third-party 
coverage to include the caravan.

= ULTIVATE a littl impu- 
dence” said one of the charac- 


ters in Man and Superman, 
and a glance at the caravan industry’s 
course since the war shows that it 
might well have been considered impu- 
dence a few years ago to imagine that 
any large growth was possible. Wood 
of all kinds was likely to be pitifully 
scarce, and Governments were brew- 
ing far-reaching schemes of housing 
that might have been expected to 
absorb such materials as there were; 
houses that might make the living type 
of caravan unnecessary, except for the 
few native woodlanders who would 
prefer this kind of living all the year 
round. Labour was short, and condi- 
tions generally were uncertain. Yet it 
seems that, impudence or not, accord- 
ing to opinion, the growth has taken 
place. Measured by the number of 
firms, though these are no clear indi- 
cation of output, it has more than 
doubled the size of the industry. 

In many ways the impudence has 
borne good fruit, and the demand for 
caravans is still large. The percentage 
of living caravans to the touring 
variety, which last year was 80 per 
cent of the total, has fallen, and more 
interest is being taken in the holiday 
caravan. From one point of view the 
increase in the production of living 
caravans that took place, although de- 
precated by some, was no bad thing. 
The modern caravan, provided it is 
made by sound and honest methods, is 
a scientifically designed machine for 
compact living. Living that is strait 
by normal domestic standards, but still

living, is all that many people wanted 
in the post-war period of disruption, 
in which we are still struggling. 
The caravan makes use of modern 
materials and methods, aluminium and 
hardboard, bonded veneers and plastic 
cements. It is double skinned for 
insulation, and a well-made model is 
just as comfortable as some of the 
doubtful modern houses, with their 
large area of heat exchanging windows, 
and none too massive walls. Thus it 
may be said that the living caravan 
industry has merely taken the building 
of prefabricated houses out of the hands 
of the Government. 


Mobile and Static 


The chief opponents of the living 
caravans, of course, are those who care 
for the appearance of the English 
countryside—a priceless and rapidly 
diminishing asset—and they would be 
glad to see the last of the unwieldy 
grouping of large vans on coastal and 
other sites. This practice, which has 
come under the eye of the Ministry of 
Town and Country Planning, had 
tended to prejudice public opinion 
against the real holiday caravanner. 
This is a pity, for the holiday vans are 
on the increase, and there is an enor- 
mous interest in their design and use, 
as was seen at the last London 
Motor Show, where many families 
were busy transforming the rather 
arid background of Earls Court into 
Lakeland, and trying the possibilities of 
cookers, lockers and divans by every 
possible means.

The cost of living is playing a large 
part in the holiday caravan movement, 
for the squeeze is on England and her 
middle classes, and more and more the 
family holiday, free from the expense 
of hotels, is desirable. As another 
article in this issue demonstrates, a 
touring van can be just right. A faint 
(or distinctly audible) murmur of dis- 
sent from the kitchen and sink may be 
heard at this suggestion. Above all, 
wives and mothers want holidays, too, 
but some kind of compromise, as the 
writer’s colleague has shown, is pos- 
sible, by balancing meals in agaist 
meals out. Total escape from the 
family is not possible in this world. 

Both in choice of van and in the 
actual craft of caravanning possibilities 
are greater than ever before. -The 
efforts of the National Caravan Council 
and the Caravan Club have led to a 
better recognition of caravanners and 
their needs. There are areas of 
National Parks, especially in the North, 
which are probably new to most 
people. To enjoy his craft to the full 
the enthusiast needs space, above all, 
and that is why the less frequented 
parts of the West Country, for instance, 
may be less popular than Scotland, 
which is. the caravanner’s Elysium. 
Confidence in the prospects, despite an 
uncertain world, is shown by the 
arrangements that the Caravan Club is 
making for the Festival of Britain, with 
a special site at Chigwell, for members 
and visitors. re is also to be an 
international rally at Florence this sum- 
mer, from July 26 to August 6. The 
keenest caravanners will probably 
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prefer to make their holidays alone, 
nevertheless. 

As for the industry itself, and what 
it offers, the prospect has never been 
so varied. It is “Van and Supervan,” 
although uncertainties arising from 
defence needs are casting a slight 
shadow over an industry that needs 
timber, metal and rubber, and there 
may be some hardships. Far-secing 
makers have laid in stocks of material, 
and the writer visited a well-known 
Wessex firm not long ago which is still 
using magnificently seasoned English 
timber bought before the war. Such 
heights of quality are not likely to be 
attained by most makers. 

There is great variety in methods of 
construction. Some firms favour alu- 
minium for exteriors, and some hard- 
board such as Masonite. Timber and 
metal framing also ring the changes. 
Some caravans still use the coachbuilt 
timber frame, while some promising 
designs, such as the Chalfont, are

using a metal framework. Most 
makers buy their chassis separately, 
from firms such as Bramber, and 
Taskers. A caravan chassis, to those 
used to the girdered frame of a car, 
can be disappointing, but the double 
skinned shell, which is now universal, 
forms an admirable stressed box which 
makes the whole thing very strong. 

It has naturally been impossible for 
The Autocar to gain practical experi- 
ence of all the caravans mentioned, and 
caravans are difficult to judge without 
it. It is not only one year of good tow- 
ing and resistance to the weather that 
is the test, but several, and the inbuilt 
qualities of endurance are hard to 
assess. Most of the makers mentioned, 
however, are fairly old hands at the 
business, and it is not in their interest, 
with many spurious products about, to 
lower their own standards. 

The variety that is now offered is 
more one of defail than of funda- 
mentals. The use of the space in a 
caravan was fully developed before the 
war. The layout which provides a 
central living-cum-sleeping compart- 
ment for the larger model, with end- 
kitchen and possibly a separate bed- 
room, such as in the Thomson Almond 
and Berkeley Ambassador, is popular; 
also popular is the two-compartment 
division, with side kitchen unit and 
single dinette for the touring models. 
Excellence comes in the variation of 
these layouts, and in detail. There is 
still scope in construction methods. 
The Cheltenham Elk, with its welded 
aluminium panel joints, is an example, 
as is the expensive try Steel

method, in all-metal. Berkeley claim 
special breathing qualities for their 
Cellofab units, but this is a new name 
for an old building dodge, which no 
doubt works well in its new setting. A 
guess for future developments is that 


good towing qualities, with through- 
vision for the driver and weight kept 
low, will be an absolute buyer demand 
for the holiday van. 

It is very true of caravan buying that 
“there is nothing that cannot be made

a little cheaper...” and the huge 
living van, 22ft long and priced at 
£300, that may look resplendent be- 
neath its superficialities of paint in the 
sale park, is best avoided. Most of the 
luxury holiday vans are in the £400 to 
£600 class, and it is possible to pay 
much more than that. Among the 
small and inexpensive are the Glyder 
Flyte, two-berth, which was at Earls 
Court in the autumn, at £189, and the 
Alperson Sprite, which is a four-berth, 
for only £218. These, with the Wee- 
Kenda, made by Essex Sheet Alloys, 
are nearly all under the £250 class.

£350 to £500 is a more populous range, 
with the Lywood Cadet and the Sprite 
Major, while the Berkeley Messenger 
just escapes into a higher range. The 
Thomson Almond is a Scottish built 
touring van at £325. 

This class includes some fine tour- 
ing models, such as the Courier, and 
the Car Trailer Countess, which with 
the Raven Castle is distinguished by a 
sunflap. The whole rear end of the 
Berkeley Messenger opens up. The 
Eccles Alert is £350 and the Chalfont 
Cruiser £345. Pascall make the Pilot 
Lightweight, at £450, and there is little 
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difficulty in finding a range of touring 
vans at around this figure. Luxury 
models, such as the Winchester and 
Carlight, are still maintaining their 
eminence. The Earls Court, with its 
distinctive Winchester workmanship, is 
£1,050. The Carlight Colonial, that 
impressive living van, now has an im- 
mersion heatér. 

Choice for the more fortunate 
buyer will perhaps fall in the £500 to 
£700 range; the Siddall Rainbow, a 
recent design, is 15ft long, and costs 
£609. It has an end-kitchen, which is 
not common in vans of this size. The 
Burlingham Lindale is as “ reet” as its 
Lancashire origin suggests. The Lan- 
guard, by Country Life, is £798, and 
the other Car Trailers model, the 
County, is a medium sized design with 
a lantern roof at £690. 

Before hitting the top, in the abso- 
lute luxury range, there are a few 
models, such as the Berkeley Ambas- 
sador, which provide most of the living 
van requirements, such as a separate 
kitchen, bedrooms and bathroom. The 
price is still £955. 


Technical Developments 


Although it has been a time of detail 
improvements in the main, there have 
been some technical changes since last 
spring. The Spencer Moulton Flexi- 
tor, which is fitted to Bramber chassis, 
gives independent suspension and re- 
duced overall weight. One production 
caravan at least has already adopted it. 
Another move towards light weight is 
the use of pressed steel chassis, of 
which Taskers are now producing a 
range. Competition has probably kept 
caravan prices from rising very greatly, 
despite the upward trend in almost 
everything. 

That ideal of the holiday caravanner, 
the perfect layout for a van of about 
15ft, has not, so far, appeared, and per- 
haps it never will, unless some far- 
seeing firm arranges a buyers’ census to 
concentrate the experience of various 
users towards interior improvements. 
Several firms, among them Eclipse and 
Winchester, specialize in making to the 
customer’s requirements. 

Among the accessories, the uncer- 
tainty of good quality solid fuel is lead- 
ing to the popularity of the stove that 
will burn almost everything. It is 
interesting to see that the makers of the 
Winchester caravans actually produce 
their own hand-made stove for this 
purpose, in stainless steel. It is a per- 
fect piece of equipment for a luxury 
caravan. Some of the nylon woven 
fabrics that make such durable loose 
covers for American cars would seem 
to be the ideal covering for caravan 
mattresses and furniture, as they are 
easily cleaned and of attractive pat- 
terns. Perhaps they will appear at 
Earls Court on the stands some year. 

The scheme of the National Caravan 
Council, for giving the “approved” 
stamp to a number of makers, has con- 
tinued, and a number of firms have 
been added to the list during the past 
twelve months.

PINKING 
Smoothing off the Edges 


[63179.)—In reply to letter [63148] I forward this cure for 
A.40 pinking. Remove the cylinder head (it is not necessary to 
remove the valves). Then round off all the sharp corners of 
the combustion space on the head 

This is best accomplished with rotary files and a gun-drill, 
but a half-round file will do the job. A decoke carried out at 
the same time will give an even better result, but this is not 
essential Motor MECHANIC.

Tuning Routine for an A.40 


[63180.]|—I would like to assist your correspondent Mr. P. W. 
Cooper [63148] in curing the persistent pinking experienced with 
his Austin A.40. 

I have had an A.40 for two years and have covered 26,000 
miles and I experienced this pinking which, as your correspon- 
dent states, cannot be cured by ignition settings or by fitting 
different jets, once it commences, 

It is my experience that the basic cause is burnt valves 
exhaust only) and seats. Your correspondeft probably did not 
experience pinking until the car had covered more than 1,000 
miles and if, subsequently, he had the engine decarbonized and 
the valves ground it probably disappeared for a time. Also, it is 
likely that when the engine is hot it will continue to fire erratic- 
ally after the ignition is switched off 

If these symptoms are present I think I can guarantee a cure. 
All the following measures are designed to reduce the heat of 
combustion. 

Remove the head. grind in the valves and, of course, decar- 
bonize 

Remove the thermostat from the head (it is only a push fit 
and drill a jin hole in the valve of the thermostat, taking care 
not to damage the capsule 

Replace head and reassemble. The tappet clearances should 
be set with a slightly more generous gap than recommended, 
about 0.016 to 0.017in is very satisfactory. The plug gaps 
should be set at 0.022in for best results. Finally, a main jet 
No. 105 should be fitted instead of the standard 95. 

Set the contact breaker points correctly, then advance the 
ignition until definite pinking is experienced when pulling hard; 
then retard the ignition until there is only the slightest trace of 
pinking when the engine is definitely slogging. 

The one snag is that the larger jet w.ll increase petrol con- 
sumption slightly, particularly at high speeds. 

My car has done 7,000 miles since this treatment, has a much 
better performance than standard, and there is absolutely no 
pinking Incidentally, I have also managed to overcome brake 
squeal A. J. Ricsy-Jones, A.M.LB.A.E.

COLD STARTING 
Keep Engine Running Until Warm 


[63188.}—Fear that filling the radiator with hot water leads 
to condensation in the plugs is expressed in the letter [63131] 
by Mr. D. E. Dinnage. No great anxiety need be felt on this 
score, but it should be pointed out that the main reason for 
applying hot water is to free the pistons in the cylinder bores 
by “uncongealing” the oil, and this may be a necessary pro- 
cedure whether it produces condensation or not. 

A word of advice that might well have been included in the 
original article is to keep the engine running, once it has started, 
until it is really warm. If it is started and then stopped and 
allowed to stand until the owner obtains hat and coat, locks up 
the garage, and what not, it may be found to be even more 
difficult to start than before. The heat of the first few seconds 
of firing vaporizes any moisture in the cylinder head and this 
condenses as the engine stands. Motto, “Keep it Running.”

REVVING-UP 
Better Lubrication at the Top End 


[63189.}—Mr. E. W. Cuff-Miller [63133] raises a very old 
argument once again. I have been engaged on repair work in 
the motor trade for some 25 years and must confess I always 
practise it. Neither is it just a question of habit. True, in the 
days of the T-type Ford era the idea was to fill the cylinders 
with gas to assist the next morning’s start and the practice was 
to hold the Canes ape until the engine stopped. 

I have given a g deal of thought to the matter, and, bearing 
in mind that by far the greatest amount of piston trouble is 
caused by inadequate lubrication, whether as a result of over- 
choking and dilution or not, and that upper cylinder wear is 
very high at tick-over speed, I have arrived at the following 
conclusions : — 

1. That an engine which is allowed to idle even for a little 
while before switching off has lost much of its upper cylinder 
lubrication and consequently offers much less resistance to 
corrosion. 

2. That providing the throttle is closed when the revs are at

LAMP HEIGHT 
Exception to the 2ft Limit 


[63190.}—May I correct a reply given on page 20, February 16, 
to “C. G.” in respect of the height of his spot lam)? 

The 2ft limit applies only to lamps with fixed beams and on 
separate switches—i.c., lamps not forming part of the dipping 
system. The Road Vehicles Lighting Regulations 1936, Ref. 9 
sub-paragraphs 2, 3 and 4, are not affected, so that lamps may 
be 2ft or less in height provided they can be deflected down-
